Crace Greenwood writes from Loo 
don : 

Westminster Abbey is the first shrine 

towards which all good Americans wend 
their pious way, I found it little cbang 
ed from the time of my first visit. What 
is a quarter of a century to this Metlni 
selah of hiinsiors. We sought it in a 
right worshipful spirit, a true and tender 
ince, which proved that transplant 
ing had failed to kill the old Knglish 
sentiment -that "many waters 
cannot quench love." Coming back to 
the temple of our father's faith, to the 
ancient monuments of our glorious dead, 
looking into the solemn arches still dim 
with the morning twilight of our history, 
we felt like so many "lost sheep of the 
i Israel" returned to the old fold. 
After attending ser\ ice. which surely 
did not lessen our reverential feeling, we 
walked directly to the Poet's t 
and in a brief moment were standing on 

the very slab which he grave of 

Charles Dickens. 1 1 is a most unobtru- 

Oearing only his nam, 
the date of his birth and death. 1 had 
come that morning from Tavistock 
Square, where 1 had gazed wistfully at 
the house in which on my lirst visit to 
London I had seen Mr. Dickens young, 
happy, brilliant -surrounded by his lov- 
ing family and troops of loyal friends, 
and it all seemed I that the 

bright, scene almost effaced from my 
memory the later picture oi' Charles 
Dickens in America, so sadly changed — 
looking so worn ami overstrained, 
strangely restless — so resolutely and pre- 
teraaturally active alive in every nerve 
and fibre of body and brain to p 
and give Ol joy and to sutler. So 

lied to me as I stood there, that he 
had gone before his prime, in the morn- 
ing splendor of his fame, and T oould

Grape Festival.

The ideas and associations clustering 
around this delicious fruit, such as the 
luscious taste, the rich fragrance, the at- 
tractive sight, the vineyards on the 
Rhine, the wine making, and the grow- 
ing idea that our country is going to lie- 
come a large grape growing one, were so 
rich and tempting that we could not re- 
sist the invitation, and so we went. 
thk chap us. 

We found in one of the parlors a large 
table covered with twenty live or thirty 
varieties of grapes, each numbered. Mr. 
Miner, we may add, is a p erfect en- 
thusiast in grape raising, lie wnsforn 
ly, and for thirty years, a writer and ed- 
itor of agricultural works, and has raised 
on his farm in Central New York, a 
quarter of a million of grape vines. 

A tier an exchange of civilities, the 
carrying out of the programme of the 
evening commenced.
